“Is  it  mressary  for  a  successful  jour¬ 
nalist  to  have  a  college  education?” 

“The  liest  college  is  the  college  of  the 
world  —  the  school  of  life — the  university 
of  actual  exjierience.  Knowledge  is  high¬ 
ly  desirable  and  a  college  education  val¬ 
uable,  but  it  is  not  indisjiensable.  The 
history  of  our  country  and  tlie  history  of 
the  most  successful  men  in  America  con¬ 
clusively  establish  tin*  jmssibiltty  of  self 
cultivation  and  self  education.  Few  of 
our  greatest  men.  even  in  politics  and  the 
intellectual  pursuits,  were  college  gradu¬ 
ates.  Self  made  men  are  generally  self 
educated  men.” 

“What  branch  of  the  newspaper  pro¬ 
fession  brings  the  highest  honors  and 
emolument.-?” 

“This  is  rather  a  hard  question  aa  you 
put  it.  There  is  no  particular  branch  of 
any  paper  of  mine  which  commands 
higher  honor  than  another.  It  is  the 
man  rather  than  the  department.  It  is 
simply  the  capacity,  character  and  time 
of  service  which  influence  me  in  fixing 
either  the  highest  honors  or  highest 
emolument  among  my  associates.  Time 
of  service  influences  me  almost  as  much 
as  capacity,  because  time  of  service  in- 
volves  the  test  and  reward  of  loyalty, 
originality  and  integrity  ®f  character.  If 
a  man  stays  with  me  ten  years  he  will  cer¬ 
tainly  Im  lietter  off  the  tenth  year  than  the 
first,  or  I  should  not  want  him  to  l*»  with 
me  that  length  of  tin\e  at  ajl,  and  he 
would  "have  very  little  sense  if  ho  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  as  well  off  the  firsit  year  aa 
the  tenth.” 

“Newspapers  are  more  expensive  now 
than  a  few  years  ago.  are  they  not?” 

“Newspapers  are  very  much  more  ex¬ 
pensive  tl£u  they  ever  were  before,  and 
the  tendency  is  irresistibly  that  wav. 
There  is  hardly  a  pujier  in  the  country,  I 
-liould  judge  from  my  own  experience, 
the  ex| lenses  of  which  are  not  increasing 
year  by  year,  and  this  in  spite  of  a  revo¬ 
lution  in  tlie  cost  of  white  i*aper,  which 
is  much  less  now  than  I  ever  thought  it 
jiossible  to  lie  a  few  years  ago.” 

“In  most  newspaper  offices  there  is  a 
conflict  between  the  editorial  and  the 
business  office.  Which  do  you  consider 
the  most  important?” 

“There  is  no  such  conflict  in  my  office, 
never  was  and  never  can  lie.  That!  is 
one  reason  why  I  luive  always  main¬ 
tained  absolute  control  of  my  jiapers.  It 
was,  not  on  account  of  the  jiecuniary 
element  involved,  but  simply  because  of 
the  supreiiie  necessity  that  th€*re  should 
be  one  liead,  and  that  have  al isolute  co|i- 
trol over  every  department.”  New  York
